REMARKS 

Amendments 

By the above amendments, claims 35-37 are converted into method claims that 
depend indirectly from method claim 1 1 . 



Election 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, applicants hereby elect Group I, i.e., 
method claims 1 1-26 and 35-37. With respect to the Election of Species Requirement, 
applicants hereby select the compound (-)-P-L-Dioxolane-Cytidine. The claims which read 
on the elected species are claims 11-21, 23-26, 35 and 37. 

The Election of Species Requirement further indicated that an election of a biological 
modifier from claim 1 8 was also required. To comply with the election requirement, 
applicants hereby elect Filgrastim as the biological response modifier. However, the 
Applicants request clarification as to why such an election is needed. The rejection presents 
no explanation as to why an election from among the biological response modifiers is needed. 

Applicants traverse the Restriction on the grounds that there is no undue burden in 
examining the composition claims along with the elected method claims. The method claims 
recite the same genus of compounds as presented in the composition claims. Thus, the search 
required for the composition claims is entirely encompassed by the search required for the 
method claims. Therefore, with drawl of the Restriction Requirement is respectfully 
requested.
